Harrisburg, Nov. 27 <AP).—Gov­ 
ernor Pinchot Thursday appealed 
for speedy enactment by the legisla­ 
ture of his $120,000,000 unemploy­ 
ment relief program. 
He said he cannot safely modify 
his program now through issuance 
of a supplemental proclamation as 
the legislature has already been in 
session three weeks and there is no 
precedent for such a supplemental 
proclamation. 
For this reason, he said, if such a 
proclamation were issued and meas­ 
ures proposed in it were enacted, 
litigation to test their constitution­ 
ality might indefinitely delay carry­ 
ing out of the relief acts. 
“Litigation means delay,” he said. 
“Delay is fatal in dealing with emer­ 
gencies. 
Can't Modify Subjects 
“Therefore, for the protection of 
those who need help at once. I can­ 
not safely modify the subjects which 
the session was called to consider. 
This should be made plain so that 
there may be no lost motion in dis­ 
cussing 
the 
passage of measures 
whicli do not come within the sub­ 
jects stated in the calls. 
“I shall be delighted to discuss 
with members of the senate and the 
house, whatever their polities, the 
course to 
pursued. 
The impor­ 
tant thing is to act promptly so the 
purpose el the measures enacted is 
not defeated by delay in enacting 
them.” 
When the legislature reconvenes 
here next Monday night it will have 
before it two plans. One is that of 
the governor embodying nineteen 
measures and providing state relief 
and local relief through the levying 
of an extra tax of 2 cents a gallon 
on gasoline and new taxes on cigar­ 
ettes and billboards in addition to 
voluntary contributions.
